GENERAL BRAMWELL BOOTH. 
FORMER AHEAD OF SALVA- 
TION ARMY, IS DEAD IN 
ENGLAND 


Hadley Wood, Eng., June 7.—Gen- 
eral Bramwell Booth, former head , 
of the Salvation Army, died at his 
home here last night. 

The end came of the militant 
religious leader, who had celebrated 
his 78rd birthday on March 8. 
shortly after 9 p.m. His wife and 
family with the exception of his 
daughter, Commander Mary, who 
had shared largely in his work with 
the Army and supported him when 
he fought to maintain control of it, 
were with him. 

The general died while litigation 
in connection with his leadership 
was still unsettled. 

Hadley Wood, Eng., June 17.— 
Covered with a Salvation Army ban- 
ner, the body of General William 
Bramwell Booth lay in his suburban | 
house here today. His passing last | 
night was unrecognized by any out- | 
ward sign of mourning, either offic- 
ially or among the rank and file of 
the Salvation Army, which he head- | 
ed so long, until deposed recently. 

Not a flag was lowered at the! 
International headquarters in Vic- 
toria St. 

“We keep our standard flying 
high,” said a high official, “for | 
General Booth is not dead—he has 
passed to glory.” 


But though the Army tradition 
does not admit loss, there was in 
evidence everywhere among the 


Salvationists a deep sense of per 
sonal loss that they felt at the 73 
year old general's death so quiet and 
suddenly last night after final 
months of life which had been filled 
with the agony of ill-health, dis- 
tasteful conflict and defeat. 
The general spoke to his family 
rday before he lapsed into un 
consciouness, What his words were, 
however, has not been revealed to 
the public, but one who was near to 
him said today “He didn’t know the 
end was so near.”

ATLANTIC — FRENCH FLIERS 
SAFE OFF PORTUGAL IS | 
BORDEAUX REPORT | 


Bordeaux, France, June 14.—At 
9:07 p. m., Paris time, (3:07 p. m., 
E, S. T.,) the French trans-Atlantic | 
plane Yellow Bird was flying north- | 
ward along the coast of Portugal. | 

Urged to Land on French Soil | 

Lebourget, France, June 14.—A\| 
message begging his son to do “all, 
possible to land on French soil” was 
sent by radio to the Yellow Bird by | 
M. Lotti, father of the plane’s radio 
operator, as soon as the steamship 
Niagara reported that the fliers 
were safe somewhere off the Azores, 
about noon. 

The Yellow Bird was in constant 
communication with the French 
wireless station near Bordeaux. 

The fliers reported they were 
within sight of Portugal, and were 
keeping land within sight constantly. 

The Yellow Bird periodically re- 
ported to the Bordeaux station that 
all was going well aboard the plane. 
The last message came at 9:30 p. m. 
(3:30 p. m., E. S. T.). 

Ship Speaks Plain 

New York, June 14.—The French 
line steamer Barare reported by 
wireless that it was in communica- 
tion with the trans-Atlantic mono- 
plane Yellow Bird at six o'clock, E. 
S. T., and that everything was re- 
ported well on board the plane. 

Comillas, Santander, Spain, June 
15.—The French plane Yellow Bird 
on its trans-Atlantic trip from 
Orchard Beach, Me., to Paris, land 
ed last night after a hours’ 
journey at Oriambre Beach, just 125 
miles by air line from Hendaye, the 
southernmost French beach, which 
the plane could have reached easily 
in another hour and a half of fly- 
ing—if it had another 15 gallons ef 
gasoline. 

Beginning yesterday, Jean Ashol- 
ant, at the stick, tried to save every 
bit of petrol, maneuvering for dis- 
tance. As the tanks were emptied 
he had them dropped overboard, 
tossing the last as the plane winged 
northward along the Portuguese 
coast just an hour before landing. 
Bad weather and hard winds, with 
the additional weight of the stow- 
away, were factors that had to be 
considered in the increased gasoline 
consumption.
